present wages for every vacancy? 

Thus the tories greet the equal suffrage, equal 
pay resolution adopted by the National Educa- 
[tional Association at St. Paul. And then they 
pass on, muttering about the eternal sanctity of 
the law of supply and demand. But, getting 
down to~brass tacks, why not? If the woman’s 
teaching equals in social value that of the man 
—and everybody agrees that it usually does— 
why shouldn’t her pay equal his? 

Is the community, too, tobe an exploiter of 
womanhood?
